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SHOWTIME REVIEW 


HE President’s speech at the annual Show banquet of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders is customarily a review of the industry’ 
immediate past and future, and as such is of wide interest. Those who 

have studied Mr. G. E. Beharrell’s speech at this year’s banquet, held on 
October 16—it is summarized on page 1372—will recognize many arguments 
that have been put forward on this page in the past year, and will appreciate 
their endorsement from such an authoritative source. 

The contemporary position of the aspiring motorist in this country was put 
in a financial nutshell. Before the war, said the President, a reasonable income 
on which to run a car was £450 a year; in modern conditions, it must be about 
£1,250. It is clear from such figures that, insofar as the car is a measure of 
the standard of living, a drop is absolutely certain, and the fact emphasizes 
our repeated advocacy of real economy cars, using the word economy in the 
sense of low running costs, and not necessarily in connection with first cost 
It is well understood that it costs almost as much to produce an economy car 
as it does a medium-sized one—except in materials, a distinction which 
important 

The President also measured the drop in motoring standards by the more 
popular yardstick of weeks worked to earn purchase price. In 1938 twenty 
four were sufficient; the figure now is forty-five, and to this increased burden 
must be added that of delivery delay, over which Mr. Beharrell could only 
sympathize. The knowledge of these obstacles to good living gives rise to 
reactions of fury when politicians insist, without the slightest qualification 
that life in these islands has never been better 


What was encouraging, even to home motorists, in this annual review, was 
the insistence of the President that the capacity to expand is there, and that 
it needs only the organization of raw materials and power to permit expansion 
That, specifically, is the job of the Government, and during the printing of 
this issue the new Government of this country will have been elected. What- 
ever its colour, it must not fail to tackle and solve this problem of power and 
raw material shortages. Failure spells not only less and less motoring, but 
also—quite frankly—less and less to eat

LTHOUGH the leading car manufacturing countries are 
competing against each other in the most important ex- 
port markets their products still bear the stamp of their 


national characteristics. America still goes for large, quiet, 
go-anywhere cars, well equipped, well designed, well backed 
by elaborate service facilities and relatively inexpensive to 
buy because they are made in greater numbers than any 
other cars in the world. Fuel consumption has been of 
minor importance until recently but very good results are 
being obtained from the latest high-compression overhead- 
valve engines, although the advantage is partly offset by the 
loss of efficiency inevitably inherent in the popular automati 
transmission of the U.S. car, at its present stage of develop- 
ment. 

France and Italy value speed, roadworthiness and the 
ability to cruise fast for long distances without overstressing 
the engine. This has produced special interest in hght- 
veight methods of construction, and transmission ratios are 
high, giving effortless cruising at the expense of some loss in 


initial acceleration. The specialist coachbuilders concentrate 
on sleek vehicles of sporting lines in which passenger space 
is often sacrificed to obtain a good line, but the major 
factories, as in other countries, produce cars of relatively 
sober appearance. In France particularly, equipment and 
sound proofing are not allowed to jeopardize the perform 
ance by increasing the weight 

The German effort is concentrated on two main types of 
car. First there is the really economical family car, cheap 
to make, buy and run. It usually has an unorthodox power 
unit which may be a two-strdke engine, an air-cooled flat 
twin or a four-stroke flat four, and there is normally inde- 
pendent suspension of all four wheels to enable the cruising 
speed to be maintained more or less regardless of the road 
surface. At the other end of the scale the Germans are 
emerging with a series of beautifully made cars in the inter- 
national fast category with very carefully studied 
uspension, steering, and road holding

round economy first. In the past British manufacturers 
vave not sought high performance, for their cars were sold 
mostly at home, where the narrow, twisting and congested 
roads offered little scope for fast motoring. The abolition 
of taxation. based on engine size is too recent for all traces 
of the small-engine mentality to have disappeared, but engine 
sizes are steadily increasing. British designers are striving 
to offer a fine type of medium-sized car which is equal to 
large cars in refinement and durability but costs less to run 
and is more convenient to operate on crowded roads. At 
the same time Britain has produced a new series of world- 
beating high-performance sports cars which enhance the 
prestige already gained by her by limousines and town 
carriages 

It is worth while reflecting on what is meant by the refine- 
ment which is claimed for British cars. It cannot be 
measured as performance is measured. It is a combinatior 
of silky silence, a pliability, an immediate and accurate 
response to the driver’s controlling wishes and an 
atmosphere of complete confidence. It is the absence of 
mechanical noise, of road noise and of wind noise. It is 
steering that is unconsciously performed, without oversteer, 
without a trace of kick back or road feel. It is suspension 
that takes little notice of the worst roads, and makes the 
occupants of the car feel safe all the time. Refinement is 
apt to be heavy and expensive, but it brings lasting pleasure 
to the owner

France and Germany are concentrating great effort on 
production of very small light economy cars. British manu- 
facturers have been too busy building larger cars for export 
markets to give much attention to this type of production 
in which, they once held a leading place, but the greatest 
single producer of passenger cars in Britain has now 
returned to the economy market. The basic difference 
between British and Continental practice remains, however 
The British manufacturer prefers to build a baby car which 
is a large car scaled down, whereas the French and Germans 
adopt radically different approaches, drastically simplifying 
the mechanical elements. They invariably employ a front 
engine driving the front wheels or a rear engine driving 
the rear wheels 


ENGINES 


Abolition of the horse-power tax in Britain is graduall 
leading to the production of new engines which have a bore 
greater than the stroke. They reduce the mean piston speed 
but tend to produce an engine which is long for its cubic 
capacity, and interest is already focused, particularly in 
America, on a rearrangement of the cylinders. The V-eight 
arrangement is popular and in Italy a V-six has made its 
appearance. It 1s worth noting that some of the most suc- 
cessful high-performance engines still have relatively long 
strokes, producing high mean piston speeds without exces 
sive cylinder wear, and opinion of Continental observers is 
that this is only possible because of the high quality of the 
British materials and finish 

Development of the V-six in France is matched by the 
steady increase of the V-eight power units in the U.S.A. Thes« 
are usually notable for elaborate inlet manifolds in which 
riss-cross passages are used to ensure the same length of 
passage from the carburettor to each of the cylinders and full 
vaporization of th mixture is promoted by an exhaust-heated 
built into the manifold. Other arrangements to 
improve distribution and prevent icing of the carburettor in 

iverse weather conditions include the introduction 


hot-spot 
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of water-heated carburettor bodies for the larger engines. 

Overhead valves are now firmly established as the most 
popular type throughout the world and are usually operated 
by push-rods in some form or other. There is some diver- 
gence of view on the best arrangement of the valves and 
the best shape for the combustion chamber, but the hemi- 
spherical head with inclined overhead valves is gradually 
emerging as the most popular type. It is used on practically 
all racing engines, on a great number of sports cars and on 
in increasing number of touring cars. 

For normal performance the four-cylinder unit remains 
the most popular type of engine in Europe and it is an 
xcellent power unit in sizes up to two and even two and a 
half litres; it pulls well on hills and with correctly arranged 
rubber mounting it can pull as quietly and smoothly as a 
Six. Interesting points of detail on recent power units 
include cylinder head studs which pull on the water jacket 
and not on the cylinder bore, to avoid distortion. Water 
jackets extend for the length of the cylinder and there is a 
tendency to employ thermo syphon flow for the water round 
the cylinders while relying on pump circulation to the head 
A special flow of cool water is directed to exhaust valves 
and sparking plug bosses by building a water gallery into 
the cylinder head. 

The use of overhead valves is in some cases being 
exploited to speed up service operations. Decarbonizing 
simply means substituting a spare head with the valves 
already ground in, and connecting rods sometimes have the 
big-end bearing split at an angle so that the rod complete 
with piston and gudgeon pin can be withdrawn upwards 
through the cylinder bore. Higher engine speeds per- 
mitted by short-stroke layouts lead to stiffer crankshafts 
usually fitted with counterweights and there is better oil 
distribution to the bearing bushes 


Filtration 


Export requirements are responsible for continuous atten- 
tion to filtration of engine oil and carburettor air. Full flow 
oil filtration with an external filter is probably the best 
arrangement and a lot of experimental work is being carried 
on into methods of sealing which will effectively exclude 
from the engine the fine grit and dust found in some parts of 
the world. Crankcase breathers now incorporate air filters 
and the sump is sometimes vented to the carburettor 
to promote effective crankcase ventilation, discouraging 
condensation and the formation of sludge 

German designers continue to show extraordinary interest 
n two-stroke engines. Before the war nearly twenty per 
cent of the cars they sold were fitted with this simple, robust 
type of power unit and there is a considerable crop of new 
post-war designs with one, two or three cylinders to equip 
the many small economy cars now being built in Western 
Germany 

The two-stroke usually gives better torque but less maxi- 
power than a four-stroke of the same size, and is 
therefore a good slogging engine for a utility car where 
maximum speed is not of prime importance. One of its dis- 
advantages has been the fact that at part throttle the incom-

ing charge is diluted by the outgoing exhaust gas with con- 
sequent irregular firing. Current engines usually have tan 
gential ports imparting a swirl to the ingoing charge, and 
this makes it possible to use a flat-topped piston without the 
old-style deflector hump. Even so, the engine is not as 
smooth as a four-stroke at low speeds, and it is still desirable 
to use a free wheel to prevent jerky movement of the car 
This year an important improvement has come with the 
adoption of fuel injection, using equipment developed by a 
manufacturer whose diesel injectors are used throughout the 
world and who provided the petrol injection equipment 
which superseded carburettors on all German combat air 
craft during the recent war. The equipment is remarkably 
simple and the design details closely resemble diesel injec- 
tion practice. Special precautions are taken to trap minute 
particles of dirt in the fuel which might damage the highly 
finished injection pump, and there is provision for venting 
air bubbles back to the fuel tank. 

The two-stroke engine is normally lubricated by oil mixed 
with the petrol, which creates a mist in the crankcase suffi 
cient to lubricate the bearings 

With fuel injection a separate oil pump has to be provided 
The engine air is still drawn initially into the crankcas« 
through an intake fitted with a throttle and a small quan 
tity of oil goes with it metered in accordance with the 
speed of the engine. The injection equipment is at present 
expensive but it offers a gain in torque and power with a 
reduction in fuel consumpuon 


TRANSMISSIONS 


In transmission design a remarkable situation is ar 
The fully automatic transmission is well on the way 
becoming universal in America, whereas it is unknown to 
the vast majority of drivers in other parts of the world 
The clutch pedal is rapidly disappearing from Americ 
cars, but remains a standard fitment on nearly all others 
The reason for this is quite simple: The automatic 
transmission is heavy, costly and complicated.

Phere are still several examples of production cars whic 
nploy a transverse leaf springs in conjunction with a single 
wishbone on each side, and there are two examples, one 
and one in Czechoslovakia, of cars which have 
front wheels suspended entirely by two transverse leat 
prings one above the other without the aid of any wish- 
bone or radius arm to absorb the brake torque.

Designers are 
also occupied with the reactions on car behaviour produced 
inder braking with the softer suspensions coming into use 
The problem is further complicated by a general tendency 
to increase the size of tyres and obtain greater riding com- 
tort by a reduction in inflation pressures. Wide-base wheel 
rims have helped to reduce tyre wall deflections when 
cornering, and in France promising results are being ob- 
tained with tyres which have a wire mesh built into the 
carcase in the region of the tread to reduce the slip angle 
generated by a given cornering force. 

There has been a steady improvement in suspension 
dampers and designers are accepting the necessity for larger 
dampers than they have previously used. On some of the 

arly independent suspension systems the dampers were 
werworked and had a correspondingly short life. The 
telescopic type, which operates effectively with relatively 
low working pressures, is steadily gaining ground

CHANGING NATURE OF THE DISPLAY REFLECTS CHANGES IN BRITISH MOTORING 


much like its predecessors. There are the familiar signs 

in red, cream and gold over ranks of cars glittering 
under groups of floodlights which never quite banish from 
the air the mists of the English autumn, but the character of 
the Show is slowly changing in tune with the changing out- 
look of the British motor industry, a nominally free enter- 
prise operating in a closely controlled economy. British car 
manufacturers are now exporting 76 per cent of their output. 
The great United States industry exports only 4.9 per cent 
of its output and France, despite great efforts, does not send 
more than 32.4 percent of its passenger cars abroad. The British 
industry’s effort is maintained only by ruthless suppression 
of the home market, achieved not only by physical reduction 
of the car deliveries to a mere 80,000 a year, but also by the 
highest taxation in the world, which is beginning to turn the 
thoughts of British people away from the idea of ever owning 
a car.

Overdue for Scrap 


With approximately 2,300,000 cars in use it is calculated 
that there are at least one million which should long ago have 
been scrapped and are kept in service only by unreasonable 
and uneconomical expenditure in labour and materials on 
expensive overhauls. The uneasiness of car manufacturers at 
this state of affairs was expressed by Mr. G. E. Beharrell, 
president of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, 
on the night before the Show opened, when he said that 
during the decade before 1938 prices for new cars had fallen 
by about 40 per cent, and it was then considered that the 
minimum net income on which a British buyer could satis- 
factorily buy and operate a new car was £450 a year. Large 
numbers of working men were running secondhand cars on 
much smaller incomes and car ownership was a powerful 
incentive to hard work and thrift. Comment on his figures 
will be found on page 1331. 

On the larger and more luxurious cars which are displayed 
in the Show, price tags show that the purchase tax alone may 
be £2,000 to £2,500, and it is practically impossible for an 
honest man in Britain to earn sufficient money to be able 
to buy and operate a high-quality car out of tax-paid income. 


This was recognized by implication when Sir Stafford Cripps 
brought the purchase tax on high-quality cars down from 
66§ per cent to 334 per cent in April, 1950, “in order to 
keep alive one of our high-quality engineering industries,” 
as business had fallen below the point at which manufac- 
turers could maintain prices attractive to export markets 

Only a year later his successor reversed the decision and, 
without any regard for its effect on the long-term planning 
of the industry, imposed a 664 per cent tax on all cars, 
adding at the same time an increase in fuel tax which brought 
the total tax up to 1s 10}$d a gallon. In these conditions the 
long waiting lists, containing about a million names, are not 
taken so seriously as they were and manufacturers are be- 
ginning to speculate uneasily on the real extent of the 
potential home market which now remains, especially as they 
have already had to ship cars back from overseas markets 
where local conditions have produced a temporary stoppage 
in sales. 

The rearmament drive brings its own problems and in the 
coming year is expected to impose an overall cut of 40 per 
cent on production. This in itself makes it extremely difficult 
to maintain prices at an economic level in factories which

have been re-equipped at immense cost in order to build 
more cars than ever. Vauxhall, for example, have expanded 
and re-equipped their plant at a cost of 11 million pounds 
and have not so far been able to build one extra car as a 
result of the expenditure. 

Added to the problems of rising raw material costs, regular 
wage increases are necessitated by the steady inflation of the 
currency. 

Against this background the contribution of the industry 
to Britain’s economic survival is unique and beyond praise. 
In 1950 car exports were 398,300, the greatest by any industry 
in the world, and in the first six months of 1951 British 
factories produced 244,509 cars, of which 185,923 were 
exported. Exports to the United States have increased 
nearly 50 per cent. this year as compared with 1950, and, 
if necessary, allocations to the home market and even to

other export markets will be cut to maintain the pace in 
dollar markets 

In these conditions the Show is inevitably becoming an 
entertaining spectacle for British people rather than a place 
where they go to buy cars. The manufacturers appear to 
recognize this by producing elaborate and costly sectioned 
exhibits. It is also significant that the new Austin Seven, 
which would normally be the legitimate goal of so many 
English wage earners, is shown in railed-off enclosures so 
that it can be admired but not touched. The spectacular 
appeal of the Exhibition could be developed further but it 
would call for changes in the policy of the S.M.M.T. For 
example, visitors to the Paris Salon were able to inspect the 
actual Jaguar which won at Le Mans, but this car could not 
be exhibited in London. There are other sports and racing 
cars which have powerfully enhanced British prestige by 
their foreign victories, such as the H.W.M. and the Cooper, 
but which cannot be exhibited because their sponsors are 
not members of the Society. 

There are more ordinary models such as the Austin A.4c 
Sports, which made a world “flag-flying” tour this year, that 
would be of interest if allowed on the London Show stand 
S.M.M.T. procedure in this direction appears unnecessarily 
vigorous and even against the interest of its more enterprising 
members, although the industry should be presumed to 
know its own business. The Nuffield group takes a 
legitimate pride in the fact that it is the first car manufacturer 
anywhere outside the United States to have constructed 
two million vehicles, and the actual two-millionth car, 
a four-door Morris Minor, is on the stand, but under the 
rules of the exhibition the manufacturers are forbidden 
to make any display drawing attention to the fact. In 
days when the Show was primarily a meeting place for 
potential buyers such rules had point, but now that the vast 
majority of visitors have no hope of owning a new car in 
the foreseeable future these restrictions hardly conform with 
the realities of the situation. 

The visitor cannot help wondering how long the inter- 
national character of the exhibition can be maintained in 
current conditions. Of the few foreiga cars imported for 
exhibition on the stands the price of those few makes that 
can be sold in this country is doubled by the current duty 
and purchase tax. The solitary Ferrari 342 would cost 
a British buyer £9,800. This is clearly absurd and inevitably 
a fair proportion of even these meagre foreign imports will 
be returned unsold. The British Customs and Excise 
authorities have done nothing to ease the situation by their 
latest requirements. Not only does the carrier have to enter 
into a bond of approximately £100,000 to cover possible 
forfeiture of duty and purchase tax on the foreign cars coming 
into the Show, but also separate bonds have been demanded 
from the individual importers to cover transit from the ware- 
house to the Show and back Thus the British Government 
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is sure to collect duty and purchase tax even if the car is 
smashed in the street or if the roof of Earls Court collapses 
and engulfs it. The inevitable concentration of the British 
industry on dollar markets has already detached Britain 
somewhat from the European scene, and it was not surprising 
to find British manufacturers in Paris looking on uneasily, 
unable to sell cars while the Germans and Italians took 
orders for delivery in France. The fate of foreign exhibitors 
in London emphasizes how little is the progress that has 
been made in freeing Anglo-European trade in cars. 

United States manufacturers are more favourably situated 
and there is a vast and impressive selection of cars from the 
American industry. United States Forces personnel in 
Britain may actually save money by taking delivery of an 
American car in England instead of buying one at home 
and shipping it over here. They are exempt from paying 
import duty and purchase tax, and by buying through the 
P.X. (the American “ Naafi”’) they obtain a discount of 5 
per cent on the normal list price. Sales of this nature plus 
the cars sold to the growing army of diplomatic and other 
privileged personnel attached to international economic and 
cultural organizations, account for an appreciable import 
of American cars into Britain and should guarantee their 
continued appearance at the Show. 

Outstanding among the special displays is the X-ray Minx. 
This is an extension of the ideas previously employed in the

Ghost Minx, which had transparent panels revealing the 
construction of the car and its mechanical details. By the 
simple expedient of using dyed Perspex instead of clear 
sheet for the body panels the car now looks like a perfectly 
standard dark blue saloon until the interior lights are switched 
on, when the constructional features are revealed in bright 
colours and gleaming chromium. This highly specialized 
production is understood to have cost approximately £15,000. 

Another adaptation of the transparent panel technique is

the South Bank Festival Exhibition. The car is beautifully 
prepared, with many components chromium plated, and it 
stands on a mirror which reveals the details on the underside 
when the car is tilted sideways by an hydraulic ram. The 
Triumph company have a carefully sectioned Mayflower 
saloon revealing the constructional details of its body-chassis 
structure, artistically mounted on a carpet of crushed golden 
velvet. On the Austin stand the centres of attraction are the 
two turntables on which examples of the Austin Seven 
revolve to display the details of external and interior finish 

ese cars are standing on quilted velvet in deep crimson 
lake. 

The artistic appeal of the Show is considerably improved by 
generous use of floral displays and a good example, as usual, 
is the Jaguar stand, which this year features a black Mark VII 
saloon on a turntable cleverly disguised as a circle of crazy 
paving in an old English garden. The floral note is also used 
by Ford in an ingenious artificial lily-pond. There are five 
lilies, which periodically unfold their petals to reveal models 
of the Consul saloon and its suspension, power unit and 
body-chassis structure. 

An irresistible attraction for both the schoolboy and the 
technically minded adult is the stripped chassis and this year 
there is an unusually interesting selection. Aston Martin 
have a DB2 chassis showing the special built-up girder 
construction in square-section tubes. This is backed by 
beautifully finished examples of the DB2 saloon in red, white 
and blue, an appropriate Festival year colour scheme which, 
it is surprising to find, has not been more widely adopted 
There is also a chassis on the Lagonda stand providing an 
opportunity to examine the cruciform frame and the mechan- 
ical details of the only all-British production car which has 
independent suspension for all four wheels. Another magnet 
for high-performance enthusiasts is the Ferrari stand where 
the long-wheelbase 212 Export chassis is shown for the first 
time. This is the British public’s first opportunity to

examine a Ferrari thoroughly. The V-twelve engine on this 
chassis has a single carburettor on a water-heated inlet 
manifold and the gear box has five speeds. The long 212 
and the long America chassis both have the new rear 
suspension with double-tier half-elliptic springs. The 
4.1-litre engine in the Type 342 America saloon with body- 
work by Ghia has three Weber double-choke carburettors 
with six air cleaners, but the compression has been reduced 
to 7.§ to I and it gives approximately 180 b.h.p. at 4,800 r.p.m. 
as against the 216 b.h.p. at 6,000 r.p.m. yielded by the 
similar engine in the short-chassis sports model. The long 
chassis with a wheelbase of 104 inches is intended to have a 
four-speed all-synchromesh gear box but the car at Earls 
Court has a five-speed box, in common with the short- 
wheelbase Export model. All brakes have two-leading shoes 
and there are twin master cylinders. 

Among the smaller sporting chassis the Jowett Jupiter is 
an outstanding exhibit finished in blue and chromium. Minor 
modifications since this chassis was first exhibited include 
the re-routeing of the exhaust system, to pass inside the frame 
members instead of outside. Morgan show the sparkling 
Plus Four chassis in black and chromium, very much the 
same as it was exhibited last year. It does not have the latest 
hot-spot manifold on its Vanguard engine but this will be 
incorporated in the production models. 

Two more chassis exhibits are the Rover and the TD M.G. 
Other mechanical exhibits include a sectioned Chrysler 
V-eight engine showing the hemispherical combustion cham- 
ber and push-rod valve gear. It reveals details of the exhaust 
heated hot-spot on the inlet manifold and the water-heated 
carburettor body. Vauxhall show the suspension and 
steering assembly from the new models, revealing the 
unusual construction of the wishbones, which are made from 
steel pressings.

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The main effect of material shortages is an overall reduc- 
tion of output but on several cars the external finish has been 
modified to conform with Government requirements. Both 
Morris and Armstrong Siddeley show cars with painted 
grilles and plated surrounds and there are painted bezels to 
the head lamps. The main object of the plating regulations 
is to conserve nickel; Morris are therefore using stainless 
steel for window frames and have reverted to the use of 
bright metal for wheel hub-plates after a period when they 
were painted. M.G. and Riley cars are shown with painted 
head and side lamps. The Show finds the industry in a 
transition stage where the full impact of rearmament short- 
ages is not reflected in any extensive changes of finish or 
equipment. Some cars such as the Hillman Minx have more 
external brightwork than ever, a feature appreciated in the 
U.S.A. in particular. French cars like the Simca, Salmson 
and Panhard use aluminium for external hardware but this 
is not popular with the British industry. 

The new bumpers on the Standard Vanguard are single- 
piece pressings interchangeable between front and rear. To 
discourage rusting at the edges the overriders are separated 
from the bumper face by plastic packing, a method also used 
on the Austin Hereford. Other innovations on the Vanguard 
are a new front grille and a larger rear window. In the 
Triumph range the changes are mainly in details, apart from 
the introduction of the Renown limousine on a chassis with 
wheelbase three inches longer than that of the saloon. The 
little Mayflower saloon now has a larger heater of 3} 
kilowatts. 


For the first time the Nash Rambler station wagon is seen in 
England. The Rambler is a small U.S. car which is competing with 
European models in America. 


On the Vauxhalls, engines are basically similar to those of 


the previous models but several minor c are incor- 
porated. A new sump is fitted to the Velox to clear the front 
cross member in the new car and manifolds on the engines 
have been modified so that carburettors are truly vertical 
when the engines are inclined at an angle of § degrees. 
Previously the engines were inclined at only 1} degrees in the 
car. With the trailing arm front suspension used on the 
previous cars there was a tendency for the front of the car 
to rise when the brakes were applied. Conventional wish-

combat this tendency Vauxhall fit the rear axle well forward 
on the rear springs. 

Potentially, the biggest seller among the new models is, of 
course, the Austin Seven. R.A.C. ratings have no practical 
significance nowadays but by that unfortunate formula the 
car is, in fact, a Nine, coming as successor to a pre-war 
“Seven” which was always taxed as an Eight. The engine 
resembles that of the larger A.40 but the arrangement of the 
gear box is different, with the shafts placed side by side and 
the selectors on the side of the box. There is a deep sump 
extending up to the centre line of the crankshaft. The ther- 
mostat is housed in the cylinder head casting and a steel 
gasket is used between head and block. A Hobourn Eaton 
oil pump is mounted at the rear end of the camshaft and the 
oil filter is in a housing attached to the side of the sump. 
Single valve springs are employed, with the usual Austin 
circlips round the collets to prevent them falling out and 
allowing the valve to drop into the cylinder should a valve 
spring break. The clutch withdrawal mechanism employs a 
carbon thrust block but is otherwise similar to that of the 
Vauxhall, using no cross-shaft. The camshaft chain wheel 
has the familiar Austin synthetic rubber packing to main- 
tain chain tension. Positive lubrication is arranged for the 
gear box rear bearing by casting a trough in the side of the 
box which catches oil flung from the gears and drains it into 
the bearing. It is hoped that the first production cars will be 
delivered early in 1952. 

Changes in the larger Austins include the steering column 
gear change and new facia panel for the A.40 already seen 
in Paris. The A.90 saloon appears with a bright top covered 
in light brown vinyl sheet matching the upholstery and 
makes an interesting contrast with a similar car shown in 
Paris which had a glistening top | covered in a woven blue 
nylon material. This “hard top” body style continues to 
enjoy extraordinary popularity; Jensen have adopted it for 
a new Interceptor coupé and the latest American example 
is the Hudson Hornet Hollywood coupé, shown with a 
cellulosed metal top. 

The Riley was the first of the British post-war cars to 
exploit the style possibilities of a fabric covering for a saloon 

a there are two red with tops covered in 
bright red plastic sheet. Recent developments in plastic 
materials have made available a fine durable and fiexible 
material with the appearance of leather which replaces 
mohair on the Sunbeam-Talbot and Minx convertibles and 
is also used on the convertibles evolved by Carbodies for 
the Lanchester Fourteen and Ford Zephyr. The latter is a 
new model shown in prototype form. It has a three- 
position head which folds manually to the de ville position 
and is then drawn down hydraulically.

Development 
work is not complete on the structural revisions necessary 
with convertible bodywork and deliveries will not com- 
mence for several months. Price is £620 plus tax 

Ford Consul and Zephyr cars are shown with a new facia 
which will be going into production in a few wecks’ time 
To meet the demand for more parcel space, the instrument 
panel has been moved to a position above the steering 
column, leaving room for a full-width parcel shelf. Other 
changes include different badges, and the plated strips on 
the waistline now stop just behind the rear quarters instead 
of continuing down the edges of the rear wings. Straight- 
forward white knobs are used for the gear lever and switches. 
A Consul is shown fitted with all the standard extras includ- 
ing wing mirrors, radio, gay tartan loose covers and lockable 
filler cap. 

Several modifications have been made to the Sunbeam- 
Talbot 90 saloon since last year’s Show. The clock has been 
mounted in a small fairing over the screen, making space 
in the main facia group for the thermometer. The front 
seats are now the bucket type with rounded back-rests and 
shaped cushions to give lateral support when cornering, a 
change directly resulting from competition experience 
There are arm-rests on the doors shaped to act as grab 
handles and more |eg-room has been provided in the rear by 
redesigning the rear seat back-rest. One of the cars is shown 
in a new colour, gold-dusted beach green, and there is a 
white convertible upholstered in red leather which might 
well have an appeal in some of the sunnier export markets. 
Pillarless construction is retained between rear door and 
quarter window, but a rubber sealing strip is added where

The need for full support when cornering fast has pro- 
duced deep side pads on the seat of the Allard J2X which 
is a more comfortable car now that the engine has been 
moved forward in the frame.

In appearance the car is 
unchanged, but the presence of the larger engine is indi- 
cated by the twin tail pipes of the revised exhaust system. 
On the Jowett Javelin de luxe saloon, the interior finish, 
which has steadily been becoming more luxurious, is further 
improved by a wooden facia panel with flush-mounted 
instruments, and there is a sliding ashtray of sensible 
size. The Jupiter convertible now has a metal facia 
with the instruments neatly grouped in the centre, a style 
more appropriate to a sporting vehicle which will be used 
with the hood down for much of the time. The Jupiter 
has an oil cooler hung just in front of the radiator block 
and there are changes in the intermediate gear ratios— 
two developments proved by competition experience. 
Modifications to the Morris Minor include an ashtray 
in the centre of the facia panel, and the tourer has glass 
quarter panels which are permanently erected instead of 
the side screens formerly used. This practically completes 
its evolution into a true convertible. The little rear-engined 
Renault 750, assembled in England from French com- 
ponents, is shown with attractive drop-head coachwork 
upholstered in finely pleated leather. The larger front- 
engined Frégate has not yet emerged from the pilot pro- 
duction stage in France and is represented on its first 
appearance in England by one dark blue saloon. 


Elsewhere 


The coachwork section of the Show presents the usual 
magnificent array of limousines, town carriages, and 
luxurious touring cars, demonstrating once again that the 
British specialist coachbuilder has no peer in this sphere. 
Unfortunately, the London Shows since the war have left 
an impression that the British coachbuilder is unlikely to 
turn his hand to anything else and the field for the more 
sporting fast touring car is being left entirely to the Italians, 
with the French offering competition which, on the evidence 
of this year’s Paris Salon, seems at last to present an effec- 
tive challenge. This is just another example of the dis- 
tortion produced by taxation.

So the triumphant Minnow slid smoothly to rest in 
Stamford Street, the major part of its mission accomplished, 
with time in hand. But in place of the normal cheering 
thousands to greet the victor there were only the usual un- 
interested dozens of denizens of the district, plus Donald 
Osmond, head of the photographic department, standing on 
the pavement anxiously awaiting the precious cargo. And

N coachwork design there is nothing radically new at 
Earls Court. Rather have the specialist coachbuilders 
during the past year perfected the lines which they have 

gradually evolved during the post-war period. 

One thing is very noticeable—that the full-width front 
in the Continental style is very little in evidence. Instead 
of the bonnet tending to lose its sides completely, their 
place being taken by the metal forms by which the front 
wings merge into the bonnet, there is, on many of the 
strikingly handsome examples of British coachwork, a very 
definite tendency to retain the individuality of appearance 
given by the tapering bonnet lines as exemplified on the 
many Bentley, Rolls-Royce, Daimler and other chassis. This 
is partly, of course, owing to the distinctive radiator design 
of such chassis and is only to be expected because of the 
difficulty of mtaintaining individuality of appearance if any 
attempt is made to mould the conventional radiator into a 
full-width front. 

This tendency has resulted in the slab-sided body virtu- 
ally disappearing so far as British specialist coachwork is 
concerned. Instead, the long, sweeping lines of the front 
wings are almost invariably continued backwards over the 
doors to meet the rear wing lines, which are usually develop- 
ments of aerofoil design. 

With regard to the construction of the wings only the front 
portion of the front wings forms a separate unit, because

the continuation of the wing line across the doors is an 
integral part of the door panelling, and almost universally 
the rear wings are formed as lateral extensions of the lower 
body sides and sweeping tail panels 

Considerable ingenuity is displayed in the treatment of 
the large expanses of panelling involved in these long, 
sweeping wings. Thus on the E.D. Abbott black and cream 
two-door Bentley convertible, the surfaces are unbroken in 
any way except for the hinge and shut lines of the doors. 
The rear wings, also, have full side valances which enclose 
the wheels and the effect is quite pleasing when a distinctive 
colour scheme is used, as is the case on this car. 

On the Saoutchik two-door Salmson saloon, finished in 
maroon, the large side expanse of wing surface is relieved 
on the front wings by three tear drop-shaped motifs which 
appear to act also as ventilators. But on a similar model 
finished in beige the lower parts of the side valances stand 
out slightly on the panelling above them and give a definite 
line which is emphasized by a fine black line painted on, 
giving almost the effect of a beading. 

This raised treatment of wing sides is to be found on a 
number of other cars, such as the grey four-door Bentley 
saloon by James Young. In this case the bottom edge of the 
body sides is relieved by a bright moulding and the waist 
line is emphasized by a raised moulding on which is mounted 
a narrow chromium-plated portion in which the fixed

glance before leaving the car the Rolls-Royce Silver Dawn has this mirror-backed alcove at the side of the rear compartment. A 
small light is on the left, and the sill is in polished wood : A Bentley by Freestone and Webb has this recess in the front door, to 
allow for use of the gear lever, which is, of course, on the right of the driving seat. 
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handles of the doors are incorporated, the doors being 
controlled by push buttons. 

Another treatment is adopted by H. J. Mulliner to relieve 
the large side expanse of front wing, there being not only a 
definite line given by raising the side area in relation to the 
crown of the wing, but also a definite rib formed round the 
lower edge of the side valance surrounding the wheel 
aperture, from which a further tangential rib runs back- 
wards along the wing, accentuating its lines. Similar 
treatment is used on the rear wings. 

The dark blue four-door Bentley saloon, and also the 
two-door model in green, which closely resembles it in out- 
line and proportions, are of light alloy throughout, standard 
sections being used for the framework wherever possible. 
The saving in weight is, of course, appreciable. 

Another novel point about these two cars is that, although 
they are not of the square-edged type, use is made of the 
square-edge principle to show a sharp line along the cant- 
rail and across the back of the roof above the rear window. 


Razor-edge Designs 

Of true square-edge or razor-edge lines there are several 
examples, such as the two Rolls-Royce four-door saloons 
on the H. J. Mulliner stand, and from these it will be seen 
how the characteristic and distinctive radiator lends itself 
admirably to such treatment of the body. The square edge 
is also seen on the two-door Bentley saloon finished in grey 
and green by Hooper, and also to a less marked degree on 
the Vanden Plas Austin Princess. A feature of the latter car 
is the unusual shut line of the rear door, which has been 
designed to give the maximum amount of room for the 
shoulders of the person entering or leaving the car, while 
to make access to ie rear seat easy the side arm rests are 
pivoted so that they can be swung upwards against the rear 
squab . 

Sharp edges are also a feature of the immense Straight 
Eight Daimler saloon which is a cynosure of all eyes on the 
Hooper stand. Although few laudatory comments are heard 
concerning the finish, which is lavish in the extreme, the 
lines of this body are, in general, excellent, because it is no 
easy matter to give such a large car a well-proportioned and 
graceful appearance. It may possibly be thought that the 
curved screen does not blend so well with the sharp edges of 
the coachwork as does the single-panel screen of the four- 
door, four-light Rolls-Royce saloon on the same stand, the 
proportions of which are well set off by the cream and black 
colour scheme. 

There are a number of dual colour schemes, one of the 
most pleasing being the silver and burgundy adopted for 
the three Park Ward exhibits, a two-door Benticy saloon, a 
four-door, six-light Rolls-Royce saloon and a two-door 
Bentley convertible Incidentally, these three cars show 
three distinct methods of utilizing two colours. The 
Bentley saloon has the body structure in silver and the 
wings in maroon, whereas the Bentley convertible has 
maroon above the waist moulding and on the front wings 
only, the rear wings, body and bonnet sides being in silver 
Finally, the Rolls-Royce saloon has the wings and sides in

maroon, while the silver is applied to the bonnet top and the 
top of the body, including the luggage locker. In these 
three cars considerable use is made of light alloy, especially 
for the doors and locker lids. 

Two colours are also used by Freestone and Webb, the 
four-door Bentley saloon being another example of the popu- 
lar black and cream style; the wings and body top are black 
and the sides cream. This is one of the few cars which 
does not have the wings carried back over the doors, but 
adheres to the exposed running boards. The four-door 
Bentley saloon on this stand, finished in two shades of grey, 
is another good example of this type of colour treatment, 
the dark shade being above the waist moulding, which is of 
a type that formerly was very fashionable. The moulding 
is narrow along the sides of the bonnet and then broadens 
out at the windscreen pillars and gradually towards the 
crown of the rear wing, where it divides to run round 
the wing line itself. The moulding is picked out by fine 
red and white lines. Again the suitability of the razor- 
edge style for the Rolls-Royce chassis is emphasized by the 
four-door saloon finished in dark blue with a pale blue-grey 
top. A similar moulding treatment is used but is fine lined 
in gold. 

As far as special coachwork is concerned there would 
appear to be a decided preference for the single-panel screen 
rather than the curved glass. It is noticeable on the Free- 
stone and Webb Rolls-Royce that the screen pillars are of 
thin section in order to give maximum visibility for the 
driver, a point that has obviously been made on many other 
special bodies. 

Rear windows also tend to become wider in the interests 
of rearward visibility, and this is an important feature in 
large cars carrying expensive coachwork of exquisite finish, 
because of the high cost in these days of repairing accidental 
damage. 

Of the few new models in the exhibition the Daimler 
3-litre Regency saloon, although a standard production, 
merits mention in this review of coachwork since the body 
is by Barker. In this case a curved screen is fitted and the 
rear window is commendably wide and also has a glass with 
a considerable degree of curvature. The locker lid is large 
as it extends almost to the wing line at the sides. It is 
nicely balanced, and remains in the open position when 
required, a matter of importance on large cars. Balanced 
locker lids are, however, practically a standard fitting on 
most of the highly developed special bodies in the coachwork 
section. 

In the Barker Daimler almost a full-width frontal effect 
is given by reason of the pronounced curvature which 
has been imparted to the characteristic Daimler radiator. 
Definite body sides remain, although these are very 
shallow, and the bonnet is in two halves, hinged along

Three Park Ward bodies, each in maroon and silver, show 
the variety which may be achieved with two-colour schemes 
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the centre line, as again is common practice for such cars. 
Another interesting feature of this particular body is the bold 
fairing of both the head lamps and, in particular, the wing 
lamps, into the wing panels. The spot lights are also 
mounted in the front surface of the wings beneath the head 
lamps and a little inboard towards the centre of the radiator. 

Convertible bodies are not so numerous as at Continental 
shows, but considerable interest is displayed in the de ville 
cabriolet design of Carbodies, examples of which appear on 
Lanchester, Austin Hereford and Hillman chassis. The Lan- 
chester and Austin Hereford have the hood erected to the 
de ville position by electro-hydraulic mechanism, and a 
feature is that this also inclines forward the squab of the rear 
seat so that the occupants lower their heads slightly as the 
hood moves up or down. Moreover, when the hood is in 
motion it does not, owing to the de ville extension, project 
above the lime of the screen and, therefore, into the air 
current over the screen; accordingly, it is not necessary to 
stop the car to alter the position of the hood. The quarter 
windows are pivoted and swing down into the body sides 
and, in the Lanchester, these also are power operated. 

The Park Ward Bentley convertible has already been 
mentioned, and other examples of this type of body are 
the Tickford 3-litre Alvis, the Abbott Bentley and the all- 
cream Healey, also by Abbott. 


Interior Style 


In interior trim and upholstery there is, of course, much 
variation of style, as in such matters the coach- 
builders express their individuality, especially in the use of 
rare woods for facias-and garnish rails. Thus, on the hand- 
some Rippon four-door Bentley saloon the plain red leather 
upholstery is piped in grey to match the exterior finish, 
and the piping appears also on the arm rests on the front 
doors and on the door trim panels. A small bur delightful 
counts te Cis ons a Cee eaas See Se ons Senet 
leather-covered sun vizors. A novel exterior decoration on 
this car is the use of the winged B radiator emblem on the 
rear wing valances just above their lower edge. 

The quiet dignity of all-black finish relieved only by 
chromium-plated waist moulding and external metal parts is 
exemplified by the Mann — Austin Sheerline limou- 
sine, which has square-edge lines. 

Another example of square-edge style is seen in the 
Rolls-Royce four-door four-light saloon by Vincents, this car 
being notable for its striking finish and the some- 
what unusual version of the front wing continuation along

the bottom edge of the front door. Attention to detail is 
shown by the leather covering applied to the steering 
column to match the up! 

To revert to the subject of upholstery, there is now almost 

standard style in which the squabs and cushions have 

bands round their edges, surrounding central pleated 
panels, Whether grained or smooth-surface leather be 
employed is a matter for the customer’s individual taste. 
Leather is also sometimes used for finishing facia panels, 
and it certainly has one merit in this respect in that it is a 
surface which does not reflect light. 

In the Bentley Countryman by Harold Radford what

HE Motor Show at Earls Court has always been the 
| Mecca of the motoring enthusiast, and it is, perhaps, 
true to say that this type of individual is less affected 
by the acute post-war impossibility of obtaining the cars on 
show than the more normal motorist. The sports car 
devotee, whether or not he is able to run a car of this type 
(and there may be many other reasons than the purely finan- 
cial one to render this impossible), will make a point of 
attending the exhibition in any case to study the progress 
of sports car design; and, usually, the more expensive and 
unattainable the exhibit, the more avidly will it be 
scrutinized

Without reviving the age-old controversy as to what 
exactly constitutes a sports car, it can safely be said that 
this definition implies a vehicle with performance and hand 
ling characteristics superior to those provided by the every 
day vehicle. It is a sad fact that present-day conditions 
forbid car manufacturers to take full advantage of modern 
design development in the production of relatively inexpen- 
sive cars of this type. In the happy era of the mid-]930s, 
many excellent small cars with sporting characteristics were 
developed by mild tuning from their everyday production 
counterpart; few examples of this process survive today 
This is the more a pity, because the road-holding and steer 
ing of the small production saloon are, generally speaking, 
far better today than ever before; in fact, in many cases 
they would put to shame vehicles of much more dis 
tinguished sporting ancestry. But there are two vital con 
siderations which prevent these cars being used as the basis 
for sports cars; one, of course, is the shortage of raw 
materials, and the consequent necessity for concentration 
on the production of a limited number of models, while the 
other is the modern tendency towards integral chassis-less 
construction, which renders difficult, if not impossible, the 
utilization of the main frame components in the productior 
of a small open two-seatcr 

In fact, there are only four cars at the Show which can 
be said to represent this process; these are the Austin A.40 
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er chassis reveals much that is unconventional

Sports, the Jowett Jupiter, the M.G. TD and the Singer 
Roadster. These are all, by now, firmly established 
favourites, though differing considerably in type. The 
Austin, to be seen on Stand 130, is a good-looking small 
convertible in the modern manner, the body of: which is 
constructed by Jensen, and employs their easily identifiable 
air intake shape; its basic price is £565. The Jowett 
Jupiter, developed from the familiar Javelin saloon, is a 
comfortable and well-appointed convertible, with all the 
interesting and advanced technical features of its production 
counterpart; the suspension (independent in front by wish- 
bones) employs torsion bars, while the 14-litre flat-four 
power unit is mounted well forward of the tubular frame. 
A stripped chassis well worthy of study can be seen on Stand 
154; the list price of the complete car is £895. 

The M.G. stand (No. 145) also displays a chassis as well 
as the complete car. The TD Midget, latest of a famous 
line, is of more conventional design and, in fact, represents 
the traditional British sports car more closely than any other. 
Concessions to modernity, decried on their introduction by 
dyed-in-the-wool traditionalists, but which have proved their 
worth, include low-rate suspension (independent in front), 
and pressed steel wheels; but the familiar M.G. lines are 
retained, together with the cockpit layout, beloved of the 
enthusiast. At £470 basically, this is the least expensive 
sports car of them all 

The Singer SM Roadster, also traditional of outline, is a 
logical development of previous similar models, now being 
fitted with coil spring i-f.s., and the SM 1}-litre four-cylinder 
o.h.c. engine. This car (Stand 123, price £485) is primarily

a fast touring car and not a purely sporting vehicle, and has 
a four-seater body; nevertheless, it has a very lively per- 
formance. Unfortunately it is a solely export model. 

In the same general category as the above comes the 
Morgan, to be seen on Stand 113. The present model, the 
Plus Four, while retaining the general design of its pre- 
decessors, makes excellent use of the sturdy and well-proven 
Standard Vanguard engine; the sliding pillar coil spring 
ifs. and the remote mounted gear box (both well-tried 
Morgan features), remain unchanged. Two open body 
styles are now featured, one with two seats and the other 
with four; they cost £535 and £550 respectively. 


Bigger Brothers. 

Among the larger-engined British sports cars come four 
famous names beginning with A (A.C., Allard, Alvis and 
Aston Martin); there are also Frazer-Nash, Healey, Jaguar, 
Jensen and Lea-Francis. These cover a wide range of types; 
the A.C., for instance (Stand 120), is an example of that post- 
war rara avis, the fast open tourer; incidentally, this is also 
one of the few remaining cars without independent front 
suspension. In this connection, it is opportune to remem- 
ber the oft-quoted dictum of the late Ettore Bugatti, that a 
good rigid axle suspension is far better than a bad i.f.s. 
layout. The A.C. tourer, with pleasing lines, costs £1,098 

The new J2X Allard, shown complete with Cadillac 
V-eight engine, is a development of the J2, the well-known 
swing axle front suspension having been modified to im- 
prove the geometry, and the engine moved forward in 
the frame in the interests of better weight distribution 


The chassis of the DB2 Aston Martin has been a centre of attraction from the opening day of the Show onwards 
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This model is for export only, but the Ardun-Mercury- 
engined K2 is also shown. The J2X utilizes a De Dion 
rear axle layout, and a separate exhibit on the stand 
(number 147) shows a recent modification to this, enabling 
rapid changes of final drive ratio to be made. The price 
of the K2 is £1,200. The 3-litre Alvis appears as a sports 
two-seater, and admirers of this famous marque will be 
pleased that the traditional Alvis radiator has been retained 
With a good power-weight ratio and excellent if.s., this 
should be a worthy successor to famous Alvis sports models 
of the past (Stand 16], price £1,250). The 3-litre Alvis 
engine 1s also used in the new Healey convertible, which, 
however—like the Anglo-American Nash-Healey—is avail- 
able only for export. Tie 2}-litre Riley-engined Healey 
also is shown in saloon form (price £1,600) on Stand 114 

The three names which have, perhaps, appeared most 
often among competition successes of British sports cars 
in the last two years are Aston Martin, Frazer-Nash and 
Jaguar. The first-named appears on Stand 167, both as 
the DB2 chassis and the saloon version of the same (price 
£1,750); with its beautiful lines, twin o.h.c. 2}-litre engine 
and ingenious chassis layout, this will make any enthu- 
siast’s mouth water. A new Frazer-Nash model is the 
convertible, with 85 b.h.p. engine; also on Stand 164 are 
the familiar Le Mans Replica, which has scored so many 
notable racing victories, and the revised streamlined Mille 
Miglia two-seater, all of which show hand-made machinery 
at its best. The prices of these three models are £2,100, 
£1,975 and £2,250, respectively

And now—the contingent from the Continent. Although 
the Type 1900 Alfa Romeo may be a comparatively sedate 
saloon, yet it is impossible to imagine any car bearing this 
famous name not possessing definite traces of its racing 
ancestry. Here, too, is a twin o.h.c. engine, the camshafts 
being chain driven, while the design is bristling with 
interesting technical features. It is shown in saloon form 
on Stand 112 


Focus of Interest 


Probably the focal point of all enthusiasm at the Shor 
will prove to be Stand 147A, almost buried in the marine 
section, where there is something to intrigue every student 
of design—a Ferrari chassis, open to the public gaze. This 
is the long-chassis 2.6-litre Type 212 Export; with its 
V-twelve engine, five-speed gear box, and ingenious frame, it 
illustrates to the full the resourcefulness which has made 
the name of this small Italian firm famous throughout the 
world. Complete cars on the same stand are a two-seater 
fixed-head model on the above chassis, and a long wheel- 
base Type 342 four-seater saloon. This latter model 
employs a de-tuned version of the 4.1-litre engine used in 
competition in the Type 340 America, and in this form it 
develops 180 b.h.p 

The Lancia Aurelia is another car which must surely

rank as a sports model, in view of the phenomenal per- 
formance of the 2-litre version in this year’s Mille Miglia 
and Le Mans races. Retaining all the well-tried Lancia 
features, such as narrow-V engine and sliding pillar coil 
spring if.s., and adding to them independent rear sus- 
pension with rear-mounted gear box and clutch, the Aurelia 
(Stand 124) represents one of the best biends of engineer- 
ing and production practices to be seen today. Finally, 
and for the first time in England, the German Porsche 
car is exhibited, on Stand 117A. This extremely interesting 
design is a development of the Volkswagen, also designed 
by the late Dr. Ferdinand Porsche, and retains the famous 
Porsche trailing link i.f.s., with the air-cooled rear-mounted 
power unit. It has an excellent performance (a car of this 
type recently took many international class records at 
Montlhéry), and both convertible and saloon models, with 
striking lines, are displayed on the stand. 

None of these cars of Continental origin can normally 
be purchased in this country; but to the vast majority, nor 
can any other car. Consequently, it is more than usually 
possible to view the Show with an academic eye, secure 
in the frustration that these things are not for you and me 
to pick; and the conclusion :eached can fairly be that this 
country acquits itself honourably in the design and pro- 
duction of high-performance cars. When it will once agaia 
be possible for the ordinary mortal to attend the Show as 
a prospective purchaser remains to be seen. Until then, 
he can but stand—and stare—and wish.

VARIETY IN CARAVANS: 


HE new models shown for the first time at Earls Court 
suggest a degree of hesitation on the part of the 
manufacturers as to what they think will be the 

requirements of the future caravan market. Berkeley, 
perhaps the largest of all the caravan makers, have not 
thought it imperative to show their one real touring van, 
the Messenger, whereas a number of the other firms whose 
names are usually associated with living vans have added 
what are termed holiday vans to their range. 

The motorist’s caravan requirements are quite clear, and 
they fall into four classes. The first is the man who wants 
1 van to take the place of the pre-war seaside or country

cottage, both of which are now unobtainable. Once it has 
been towed into position the van will stay there at least for 
the whole of the late spring, summer and early autumn. In 
the second class is the man who wants a van large cnough 
and with sufficient comfort to use as a weekend retreat, and 
yet one which is sufficiently mobile for the annual holiday 
to be taken in fresh surroundings—perhaps abroad. Class 
three includes those who like to be completely mobile 
attending club meets—and who run fairly big towing cars 
For these the 14ft and 16ft vans fill the bill, with some of 
them encroaching on the 17ft and 18ft types. Finally there 
is the fourth class, represented by the very numerous owners 
of small cars who are determined to get away from towns 
for the weekend. For them are the ultra-light two-berths, 
the folding vans and, as a top limit, the three- and four-bert! 
popular models weighing up to 16 or 17 cwrt 

If all of these are not to be found on every stand at the 
Show—some manufacturers cater for the whole range—cer 
tainly, taking the exhibition collectively, every taste and 
pocket is catered for 


Roof Sun Parlours 


The only complete breakaway in design occurs in the 
Berkeley Statesman, where a second storey over the rear 
portion of the van provides a double bedroom upstairs 
At Earls Court the remainder of the roof is laid out as 
roof garden, attractively covered by a coloured awning 
Coventry Steel on their massive Warwick Knight have not 
indulged in a second storey but a folding awning turns the 
roof into a sun parlour. For people touring abroad, wher: 
the weather is less fickle than that which blesses the Britis! 
Isles, these awnings are a splendid idea. A simple innova 
tion which is likely to become standard practice is to be 
seen in the Carlight Colonial. This is a folding ledge at th« 
front of the seats, which, when raised, rakes the seat fron 
front to rear and supports the legs under the knee It 
difference in comfort is very noticeable 

There is a tendency this year towards the production of 
a number of light two-berth and tour-berth touring models, 
in some cases by manufacturers who hitherto have 
specialized in bigger models. Of these, for instance, there 
is the Willerby Junior—a four-berth at the very low price 
of £265. At this price a high quality detail finish cannot 
be expected, but the construction appears to be quite sound 

On the Cheltenham stand is the new Deer, a two-berth

with interior toilet built within the same shell as the popular 
Gazelle. It is the successor to the pre-war Fawn. The two 
6ft lin single beds lie alongside the side walls with a nest of 
four drawers separating the head of the beds. A new 
feature is the fittung of side lights in order-to comply with 
regulations should the towing car be narrower than the van. 
The Deer, and the Antelope also, are painted in the new 
Thames Blue, a colour which, after the mist green used 
hitherto, requires getting used to. The Antelope remains its 
roomy, useful selt, improved in appearance by lowering the 
floor level below the chassis frame. 

Another lightweight two-berth with interior toilet accom- 
modation is the Invader Minor. A feature of this van is the 
stowage of a dumpy gas cylinder on the towing head and, 
recognizing that two-berths seldom remain so in practice, 
a chassis strong enough to take an extra load of 10 cwt over 
that of the 12 cwt of the Minor is fitted. This extra load 
can include tenting equipment. There has been a number 
of enquiries for this van from South Africa where the 
road conditions demand a sturdy chassis. Another new 
venture from the same concern is the Invader Junior—a 
rather misleading name because it weighs all of 20 cwt. 
The Junior, however, is very shapely, forsaking the modern 
slab-sided oval styling for the rather more elegant boat 
shape with lantern root. Bay windows are fitted at both 
ends and each is 3ft 6in across, the same width as the 
lantern roof, 

The tiny two-berth Glider Flyte remains substantially the 
same. Its 9ft body houses two beds, a table, a two-ring hot 
plate—under which a wash basin slides out as a drawer— 
and a quite surprising amount of cupboard and shelf space. 
A newcomer, aiming at somewhat the same light car market, 
is the Fairholme Wanderer, a semi-collapsible type. It 
weighs, say the manufacturers, only 8 cwt and has a towing 
width of 4ft 10in extending to 6ft 5in when expanded. The 
double bed, which stretches across the van, folds up against 
the rear end when not in use, leaving the table clear for use. 
The bedding locker is designed to be used as a bunk for a 
young child. Both the Wanderer and the two-berth Glider 
Flyte are specifically for the 8 h.p. car owner. 

In medium-size caravans (from 12ft to 16ft) the Show 
houses a variety sufficient to please all. The superb 14ft 
Winchester is up to its usual high quality, its standard of 
comfort being enhanced by the employment of 8in Dun- 
lopillo mattresses with red patterned silk coverings. But 
comfort and elegance are not the only points of interest; it 
is the only van in the Show to have Stevenson jack adaptors 
to facilitate raising the van in case of tyre trouble. This 
14-footer has virtually the same kitchen as its bigger brother, 
the 18ft Royal, and may be had as either a two- or four- 
berth. 

Car Cruisers have produced a new series of vans in addi- 
tion to their bigger and well-known Mavfair. This series 
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comprises the Clubman (12ft), Clubman Major (14ft 9in), 
and the E.K. (l6ft). The prices of these are £500, £525 
and £795 respectively. All are of the same excellent con- 
struction and finish, differing only in size and layout. As 
a complete change from the now common oak veneer finish, 
used indiscriminately on both furniture and walls, Car 
Cruisers in this new series use a plastic leather-grained 
cloth as a wall covering, a pink plastic for the table top 
and oak for the remaining furniture. The designation 
of the largest Clubman model E.K. merely indicates the end 
kitchen which, incidentally, has its surrounds decorated in 
an effect known as hammered silver. 

To sit in any Siddall caravan is to be confronted with 
a blending of the touch of the artist and the skill of 
the cabinet maker. They are very elegant. In its 1951 
form the layout of the Rainbow has been changed. The 
two-berth dinette is now at the front end and the double 
bed pulls out from the off-side wall. As in many of the 
touring vans a full-size cooker is now fitted. 


A New Siddall 


In the Four Winds, Siddall have produced a new tour- 
ing-living model and have achieved to a considerable degree 
a combination of roominess and mobility. Its total weight 
of some 14 tons-plus presupposes a towing car of 25 h.p. 
upwards if any but the least hilly main roads are to be 
tackled. One of the nicest features of this van is the main 
table, which measures some Sft 6in by 3ft. his, like the 
rest of the furniture, is finished in hard French polish. An- 
other little pleasantry is the coffee table on a U-shaped 
bracket, the bottom leg of which slides under the mattress 
to hold the table firmly. 

Eccles, a name famous in the caravan world, are showing 
a de luxe model in addition to the standard Alert. This 
new model costs £415, £35 more than the standard, but 
the extras for this money include plywood panelled walls 
and ends, fitted carpet and Dudley oven cooker. The only 
change in design is the reduction in size of the cocktail 
cabinet above the right-side rear bed. This is to avoid head 
bangs, and whereas the door used to form part of the divid- 
ing screen across the van its place is now taken by the 
small folding table. Weight remains the same at 16 cwt 














The kitchen unit and toilet cupboard of the new Invader Minor

doors are standard on both of these popular models. 

Alert’s bigger brother, the Adventure, although only an 
18-footer, is really a living or semi-permanent van. Weight 
as delivered is 31 cwt approximately. Three roof lights give 
it an appearance of length, and the oak-framed double bed 
hingeing on to the right-side wall gives a roominess not 
enjoyed by all vans of this size or even larger. Loose furni- 
ture also helps to create this impression. 

In addition to the two Kingston Invader models pre- 
viously mentioned, there is also the Invader Senior, a 
19ft 6in double-purpose caravan of excellent quality. Slight 
changes in design include a double settee-bed at the rear 
in place of two singles; a bureau has been fitted and the 
fire moved into the centre. The price at £850 represents 
an increase of £55 

The Scottish manufacturers, Thomsons, are also showing 
a new all-purpose van, named the Clyde. As delivered it 
weighs some 26cwt and, therefore, a prospective owner needs 
to have a car of at least 16 h.p. Cupboard space is quite 
remarkable, a solid fuel or gas fire is optional and a gas 
water heater is standard. A special feature is the laying of 
a sheet of hardboard over the tongued-and-grooved floor- 
boards to aid insulation. There is no interior toilet accom- 
modation. The price of the Thomson Almond, a very 
popular van with owners of medium-sized cars, is now £385 
Small improvements include a cover over the hotplate and 
sink. The slightly longer beds installed last year are 
retained. Weight is 17cwt. 

Caravanners accustomed to the Paladin Wisdom’s smooth 
exterior will be surprised to see the company’s new £525 
Nomad. In outward form it is a complete breakaway from 
the Wisdom's inverted boat shape, and has a curious built-up 
appearance caused not a little by numerous external mould- 
ings which are finished in brown while the walls are white 

On the Ensor stand is the Wrekin, which is unique in 
having a folding kitchen and toilet attached to the right-side 
wall. This ingenious piece of gadgetry certainly leaves the 
van clear of cooking smells and splashes, but one wonders 
what effect all that weight hanging on the side has on towing 
characteristics. Ensor also have a new four-berth which 
turns the scales at approximately l6cwt. Priced at £360,

or £15 less if hardboard irstead of aluminium is used for 
exterior panelling; it differs from the previous Ensor medium 
four-berth in having a slightly greateF lefigth, a canvas- 
covered panelled roof in place of aluminium and ‘in insula- 
tion board on the floor to help keep the occupants’ feet 
warm. 

A sign of these difficult times is to be seen on the Raven 
stand where they are showing their new two-berth Castle II 
living van. The chassis for this van costs £80 and Ravens 
are prepared to buy it back from any of their customers for 
90 per cent of that figure. If the owner then wants to move 
at any time, Ravens will hire him a chassis for the purpose. 
This is just one effect of the rearmament programme. The 
little 10ft Raven Mignon is not at Earls Court this year 
but it remains a great favourite with owners whose cars are 
on the low side of medium power. 

When Car Trailers designed the Countess, one of the few 
vans boasting a sun-flap, they did a good job, for no major 
change has been found necessary for the past two years. 
This year it is being shown as a six-berth, the extra two beds 
being of canvas stretcher form carried on detachable frames 
above the two single beds. The dinette end is unchanged. 

Up in the very big class again is the Jubilee Dragonfly 
Magna. It is a living van, but the owner of a 30 hp. car 
could look upon it as a dual-purpose vehicle. Since last 
year a completely new kitchen has been fitted and the lay- 
out of the saloon reversed in order to get the stove next door 
to the kitchen and make the hot water supply more handy. 

From their comprehensive range the Burlingham com- 
pany are showing the Windermere and the Langdale. Both 
are vans of the very highest quality, the Windermere being 
22ft by 7ft 6in—the limit allowed in Britain—and the Lang- 
dale 18ft 6in. Burlingham were originally coachbuilders 
and the same exquisite craftsmanship still obtains in their 
caravans. 

Others in the purely static class of caravans include the 
Rollalong Sunbeam, sectioned to show the interior, the 
Brush Falcon and its smaller brother the Kittyhawk. Fair- 
holme have their 22ft Family Resident parked next to the 
little Wanderer. A feature of the Resident is the half- 
rotating toilet room which projects from the side wall and 
stows inside while on the road—a device to cheat the 7ft 6in 
limit in width. Dixon-Bate are the sole representatives 
of the producers of light trailers and towbars. A number 
of their standard bars designed to fit selected popular cars are 
being displayed. 

The Coventry Steel Warwick Knight has a Brockhouse- 
built dolly to carry some of its weight. Figures on the side 
indicate an unladen weight for this all-metal van of 53cwt. 

In general the caravans show distinct advances this year, 
especially in matters of detail. The fitting of side lights will 
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continued 


remove a lot of anxiety from owners who drive at night. 
Many do this because of the less crowded condition of the 
roads during the holiday season. There is also the legal 
aspect to be remembered. Detail finish of woodwork shows 
much improvement and there are few vans which fall below 
the furniture manufacturers’ standard. A notable feature 
of many caravans is the rounding-off of sharp edges of cup- 
boards and tables. Before this was done some of the roof 
lockers bordered on the murderous. 

There is still a reluctance to fit electric light coupled to 
the car battery. This is a convenience which should be 
fitted to every touring or double-purpose van, particularly to 
those where the gas cylinder has to be hauled out and 
coupled to an external pipe. On a wet, dark night this can 
be an abomination. 

Another convenience which evcry touring van should have 
is easy and effective stowage for crockery, cutlery and con- 
tents of the store cupboards. As things are there is too 
much time and labour taken in packing before getting away 
on the road. Winchesters still provide travelling sockets for 
crockery and Cheltenham’s new Deer also has some pro- 
vision for the same thing. None of the store cupboards is 
so provided. Toilet in or out is still an unsettled problem 
and it is curious to see the new ultra-light two-berths in- 
ternally equipped. In practice it is probable that a toilet 
tent will be purchased and the interior accommodation used 
as a wet clothes store. 

The qualities of aluminium or hardboard for outside 
walls are still debated. The rearmament programme is 
causing a shortage of metal which will probably enforce the 
increased use of hardboard in the near future. Another 
material which is difficult to get is transparent plastic for 
roof lights. The framed glass type may soon return. 

No innovations in chassis design are to be seen at the 
show. In this the caravan manufacturers fall behind the 
car industry Although the majority of vans from well- 
known firms travel comfortably behind suitable cars, 
modern springing and the employment of spring dampers 
would insulate the body from destructive torsion. 

These are, however, but small points. The vans at the 
Earls Court Show will suit very discriminating customers 
and it needs only a visit abroad for one to find out how 
highly thought of are British caravans in foreign countries.

STATUS QUO 
WITH VARIETY 


AR radio manufacturers in Britain, 
judging from the Show stands, 
have praiseworthily attempted to 

maintain quality and prices by keep- 
ing sets tairly standard. This has 
meant that there is little new to be seen 
at Earls Court this year, for which 
buyers may, in one sense, be thankful, 
as there is available ‘a range of sets of 
good quality, and the expense of re- 
tooling for new production models has 
been avoided. 

It is strong evidence of the import- 
ance that car radio now enjoys that 
two complete stands at Earls Court this 
year have been devoted to its demon- 
stration, a display that would have been 
unthinkable not many years ago, when 
the radio for the car was a matter of 
adaptation and improvization of exist- 
ing small sets. Yet there has been less 
to see this year than last, for two manu- 
facturers, perhaps because of rearma- 
ment requirements, have withdrawn, 
perhaps only temporarily. These are 
Pye and Romac, though it may be 
expected that the former will re-enter 
the field when possible. That such 
makers as Ekco and Radiomobile have 
specialized is evidence that listen- 
while-you-drive is here to stay. 

It would be interesting to know how 
many users are only static listeners, 
using radio to fill in moments when 
the car is stopped, and how many find 
it useful when actually on the road. It 
would also be interesting to know 
how many find that they enjoy satis- 
factory reception when in motion. 
Judging by comments heard around the 
stands, there is a gc deal to be 
desired in the performance of some 
sets. ‘The fact is that car use presents 
the radio manufacturer with great 
problems, which are only now reaching 
solution 


Effects 


There is undoubtedly a school which 
condemns car radio out of hand as 
interfering with that complete driving 
concentration which is more and more 
the only safeguard on overfilled roads 
On the other hand, there is good reason 
for thinking that on long journeys 
some kinds of listening can assist 
resistance to fatigue. It is an involved 
question, and certainly little evidence 
from courts, or other sources, exists to 
show that a radio has actually caused 
an accident. No radio could be noisier 
than some passengers, and there is no 
legislation against them! 

From the point of view of the specta- 
tor at the Show, radio installations have 
added to the glamour and interest of 
already captivating control panels. The 
days when loudspeakers were liable to 
get involved with the legs of passengers

are over, and most installations present 
real progress towards compactness 
Except with the most luxurious cars, 
radio is always an extra, and it may be 
hoped will remain so, to ptevent further 
burdening of swollen prices. 

The Ekco stand shows a pleasing 
array of facia installations, among them 
the Mark VII Jaguar and the Bristol; 
and the all-wave set, the CR61, has a 
small and neat control head for such a 
powerful set. A new turret-type of 
aerial is seen on this stand, priced at 
48s 6d. It is for fixing to the roof of 
the car, above the windscreen, and is 
flexibly mounted to prevent accidental 
damage. It can also be rotated by a 
knob from inside, for folding parallel 
with the roof. A telescopic aerial of 
larger proportions is also made by 
Ekco, as well as an under-car type of 
aerial. 

The Radiomobile short-wave set, the 
4300, is now out, though apparently not 
yet available for sale. It has a control 
head of characteristic design, and is not 
externally very different from the other 
sets in the range. 


Other makers have shown actual 
installations in real or dummy panels 
on the stand, among them Philips, who 
are making a largely unchanged sct, 
and Motorola. The search for variety 
naturally takes the Show visitor to the 
foreign cars. Here it is interesting to 
see that British sets are sometimes 
fitted, such as the Motorola, which was 
spotted neatly mounted in a Delahaye 
Another popular set is the Philips, of 
Dutch manufacture, which appears in 
a number of foreign cars, and has a 
short control head different from the 
English version. National tendencies 
perhaps reveal themselves in the atti- 
tude to radio, since the motoring Puri- 
tans, the French and Italians, fit very 
few of them, at least as far as the Show 
indications reveal. The French 
Vedette has a set, with controls 
grouped radially around the waveband, 
called the Arelle; but Simca, and the 
Citroen, Panhard, Fiat and Ferrari, also 
the Lancia, are all to be seen without 
radio sets installed. 

The American picture is very 
different. Car radio has reached a high 
standard, in both finish and reception, 
and some believe that the interference 
which is still, let it be admitted, a 
partial bugbear in motoring radio, is 
less in the American sets than in any

A REPORT FOR THE MAN WITH THE SMALLER POCKET. By MICHAEL CLAYTON

among the heavily taxed British motorists, the number of the 
remaining “babies” is small. The wisdom of the Standard 
company’s decision, for example, to concentrate on the Van- 
guard cannot be doubted at this time, but the poor home 
motorist who ordered a Standard Eight might be em- 
barrassed by the arrival of a large, powerful—and more 
costly—family saloon. 

From the home motorists’ point of view particularly, then, 
the advent of the new Austin Seven must be an occasion 
for jubilation. Those who have been thronging the appro- 
priate stand at the Show will have noticed so many points 
which can never be really appreciated without a personal in- 
spection. Predominantly, delight is registered because the 
car is in the real Seven tradition. Everything, although com-

fortable, is simple: the seats are light and neat; there is 
room for four, and four only, without an inch of waste space; 
the doors are hinged at their forward edges. . . . 

These are some of the things which most people are 
noticing—but what about the appearance? Photographs 
tend to suggest that it may be too much in the modern 
manner for such a small car, with many a moulding in a 
short span of car. When seen, however, this does not prove 
to be so, because all the mouldings are small and shallow, 
and entirely in keeping. The Show, of course, is the place 
for criticism as well as praise, and if some of the remarks 
overhead smack of sour fruit who can be blamed? A 
frequent grouse seems to be that the car is not a Seven at 
all, but an Eight. In truth the Seven never was a Seven, 
as owners have ciscovered when they taxed their cars, and 
now it’s a Nine! This is an example of the weird pre-war 
taxation system, for the new car has an engine capacity of 
800 c.c., only 53 c.c. more than that of the old car. The new 
car cannot, therefore, be called much bigger in engine size 
than the original. In any review of the popular (i.e., inex- 
pensive!) cars the Seven must take priority as the new baby 
in the family, and at a total price, with tax, of slightly over 
£500, it is only to be hoped that it will be permitted to be- 
come known on the roads of Great Britain, even if not to 
the same extent as its ancestors yet awhile. When it does 
begin to be seen it should show a very lively performance, 
having more b.h.p. and less weight than its major rivals in 
the Eight fieid. 


Minor Repute 


Although suffering from the glamour of the new Austin’s 
arrival, several other well-tried cars in the popular class are 
formidable performers which have already shown their 
paces. The renowned Morris Minor presented a slightly 
new appearance when it arrived for this year’s Show, and as 
the changes were almost entirely outward those who have so 
far seen it on the stand have the satisfaction that they are 
up to date in their knowledge of the car. The higher

nomical motoring. Performance is a marked improvement 
over that of the Anglia and it has more room. True, it 
uses more petrol, too—but it is not greedy. The service 
it gives its owners for a present outlay, with tax, of about 
£570 has become proverbial. Both of these cars have 
another, rather unusual, appeal. They are two of the very 
few which have retained the “ orthodox” appearance. The 
Anglia still has its head lamps mounted on the wings. The 
Prefect still has proper running boards. And both of them 
have sacrificed nothing in the way of interior space or acces- 
sibility for the sake of being “modern.” There is no doubt 
but that, particularly among those who are not concerned 
about trying to put one over on the Joneses, these char- 
acteristics still have plenty of appeal. Good, honest cars, 
both 

The French Renault is apt to be forgotten these days 
because of its manufacturers’ French headquarters. But 
he models assembled in England are of 50 per cent British 
content and may be purchased—or at least ordered—just 
like any purely British car. This little car has an engine of 
almost exactly the same size as the old Austin Seven ; 748 
c.c. It has the features (unusual to British eyes) of a rear 
engine driving the rear wheels, a point which helps to keep 
down the weight and so give a good performance for the sie. 
Again it seats four and no more, with the attendant benefit 
of a meagre appetite for fuel. It is unfortunate that the 
price is on the high side compared with those of British 
contemporaries, for the burden of the extra tax which 
higher price carries brings the total up to nearly £690 


Refinement 


Unlike some of the other foreign popular cars, many ol 
which have astonishing performance capabilities but some 
lack of refinement, the little Renault has the quality asso- 
ciated with the well-known British cars. There is nothing 
tinny about it and it sticks to the road like a leech, taking 
everything in its stride. 

There are many rivals for favour to those which have 
already been mentioned. Of these the British contenders 
tend to be outside the popular class from price consideration 
The Triumph Mayflower, however, provides its perform- 
ance economically, and costs only about £650. Its lines, 
based on the larger Renown, have a great appeal as being 
thoroughly dignified, while not being likely to date. This, 
and the quality of its manufacture, make it an investment 
for those fortunate enough to get a delivery. The Hillman 
Minx, too, is a redoubtable performer, denied to many 
because of the price of about £700, as well as a frightening 
waiting list for home delivery 


The Continental challenge is scuppered by the import 
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restrictions, but many British motorists must cast hungry 
eyes on some of the popular models. So many people have 
had experience of the pre-war Fiat 500, for example, and 
the 500C Earls Court shows itself a natural successor. 
It has a little extra power from the now o.h.v. engine, a more 
graceful shape, and several other improvements, but still the 
important recipe for economy. The Porsche, also, must 
draw many an eye. With an engine of only 1,086 c.c. it has 
shown an incredible performance; quite enough to justify 
i demand from those who want their economy fast 

Throughout the 1951 Show there has been a feast for 
the man with a medium-sized pocket, even if many firms 
have concentrated on larger cars. Many an order will have 
been placed, and will be placed, as a result of Show visits— 
and at least those who have put their names down know 
what their car of the future is like, and how (well) it matches 
up with its (inferior) rivals 

Yes, these are the small cars which join the big display 
at Earls Court. But what visitors do not see are the much 
smaller cars such as the German Lloyd, the diminutive 
2 c.v. Citroen—those models realistically produced to mini- 
mum requirements: Cars where weight is down to a trifle 
and which the miniature engine can propel, perhaps at rela- 
tively low speeds, along very many mile of road on a gallon 
of petrol. These cars, made for a world short of money 
and materials, should be seen at a London Show

the display, brilhant as ever, of the accessory and 

component stands in the Show, although in general 
there are fewer new devices, efforts being largely directed 
to keeping going established favourites. 

Although the stands on which lamps are shown make a 
brave show, nobody is more affected by shortages of 
materials, in particular plating materials, than their manu- 
facturers, and on the stands are to be seen in some cases 
alternative finishes for the bodies of lamps, which are con- 
templated if nickel and chromium dry up any further. The 
favourite at the moment seems to be a silvery metalescent 
light grey cellulose, or stove enamel, which, in the examples 
seen at the Show, is extremely pleasing. A chromium ring 
is, as a rule, retained. 

One new lamp which shows the use of either a black body 
with chromium rim or a pearly metalescent body is the new 
Lightmaster which Notek have added to their range. It is 
designed to be a supplementary head lamp for really fast night 
driving, and has a powerful pencil beam of very considerable 
range, the glass being plain and non-diffusing. There is, 
however, a shield over the bulb and horizontal slats are 
incorporated in the front of the lamp so that there shall be 
no stray light at all. The intention is to provide a lamp 
which will illuminate the long, straight and fast road to a 
point far beyond the reach of normal head lamps. It is 
similar in appearance to Notek Passmaster, Drivemaster and 
other lamps, in all of which there is highly specialized light 
control to render them suitable for particular purposes. 

New in accessories this year is another range of French 
lamps which join Marchal and Cibié on the British market. 
These are the lamps of Autoroche, which are being shown 
by the Autocar Electrical Equipment company. All are 
auxiliary lights, and have the common feature of a glass with

a milled edge projecting beyond the body of the lamp and 
with a slightly fluted surface. There are fog lamps, long- 
range driving lamps of similar appearance, so that matching 
pairs can be made up, and a swivelling spot lamp with a 
handle on the back. They are made in three finishes, all- 
black, black and chromium and all-chromium, the last- 
named finish costing £3 7s 6d to £3 15s 6d in the driving 
and fog lamps. In an all-black finish these lamps cost 
£2 3s 9d or £2 12 3d. The spot lamp is rather more expen- 
sive. The lamps, which are illustrated by a sketch with this 
article, are elegant and well shaped and they have, as it were, 
a sort of family resemblance to the other two ranges of 
French lamps. 

The same company is importing clignoteurs—the flashing 
direction indicator signals which are used in other countries 
instead of the illuminated arms of most British traffic indica- 
tors. There is also a combined direction indicator and park- 
ing lamp, which appears in two different forms as a 
protruding lamp or as a little flush-fitting one. Clignoteurs, 
or flashing indicators, are also shown by Trico-Folberth. 
Their device has a flush-fitting body, but it has an outstand- 
ing block of translucent plastic with a fluted surface, and is 
made in different colour combinations, white and red, or 
all-amber, for instance. 

This indicator makes a very aeat fitting and its switch 
incorporates the occulting mechanism which causes the 
light to flash at regular intervals. Trico also show an 
extremely useful device, an Uluminated switch of which the 
translucent plastic handle lights up when the current is on, 
something which is particularly useful in reversing lamps. 

Marchal’s very elegant little reversing lamp, which has the 
manufacturer’s characteristic heart-shaped shield moulded 
into its glass, also has an illuminated clear plastic handle in 
the switch. This lamp has a variant, for those who prefer a

lamp, the Lightmaster, to 
illuminate far beyond the 
reach of normal head lamps. 
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coloured glass for any reason, of an amber lens. This would 
seem to improve a reversing light from the safety angle, for 
even if the illuminated tell-tale on the facia is ignored, the 
lamp showing to the rear will at least Le approximately the 
right colour for a rear lamp! 

As far as appearance goes, these Marchal lamps are 
amongst the most attractive at the Show and this is particu- 
larly so in certain models with clear glass and slightly ribbed 
silver reflectors of considerable brilliancy. Besides driving 
and fog lamps in matched pairs there are flush-fitting 
replacement lamps for both British and American cars. 

That modern lamps are greatly improved is shown by 
Lucas in a demonstration unit on their stand. It consists of 
a long tunnel which is modelled as a typical city street, 
stretching away into the distance. At the front, with a

change-over switch for testing lamps in both the undipped 
and dipped positions, is the older diamond lens head lamp 
and the new block pattern lens head lamp. The good pene- 
tration and very even diffusion of light by the new block 
pattern is very convincingly shown by this exhibit, which 
has attracted a little crowd throughout the Show. To con- 
firm a mere impression with a more scientific means of 
measurement, the model street contains a light-measuring 
device which projects its reading on to a dial outside 
the tunnel. Lucas show some very high-quality lamps for 
performance cars on their stand, and in spite of current 
material difficulties have produced fine finishes 

Another range of considerable distinction which takes its 
place amongst Britain’s high-quality lamps is that shown 
by the Eversure firm. There are fog lamps, driving 
lamps and swivelling spotlights in this range. They have the 
characteristic, in most cases, of a front lens with a clear 
glass and a frosted border. For some reason this gives the 
lamps a very good appearance, which is reinforced by the 
quality of the reflectors and body plating. Butlers, too, show 
some very smartly made lamps, in particular two specialities 
in the form of the Atlantic swivelling spotlight and the Fog- 
beta lamp, which is unusual is having a D-shaped body of at 
least head lamp size with multiple reflectors which concen- 
trate all light into a penetrating pencil beam. It is a lamp 
with a remarkable degree of brightness. 


Oblong 


Another lamp which takes the eye because of its unusual 
shape is by way of being an old favourite. It is the Flatray, 
which is made by Delco-Remy-Hyatt. This flat-topped 
beam lamp is the only current one which has an oblong 
shape, which enables it easily to be recognized, and it has 
been manufactured for some time now. Among manufac- 
turers who make more inexpensive lamps James Neale show 
again their range of specialized fittings, and so do Desmo 
who, as always, offer lamps with chromium properly applied 
on base plating to brass bodies, at a price which remains very 
reasonable. It is a reminder of the fact that many of the best 
accessories are quite cheap 

James Neale and Sons have added to their Raydyot lamps 
a quality model, the Comet flat-bodied driving lamp. Of

Such a ready-made 
kit, in which the manufacturer has decided from his greater 
experience what are the best things to carry, saves a great 
deal of worry to a motorist who has otherwise to decide 
what to take, on perhaps a rather limited experience. 
Before leaving the stands devoted to “electrics,” there 
should be noted another convincing Lucas display—a tele-

vision screen broadcasting a fanciful pattern, alongside whi ch 
are a screened and an unscreened ignition set, selected by an 
automatic mechanism at intervals. When the unscreened set 
is functioning, streams of white dots, looking for all the 
world like tracer bullet fire from a machine gun, cross the 
screen—a useful reminder that television is so very sus 
ceptible to the temptation of telling its viewers all about the 
movements of their neighours’ cars rather than faithfully 
recording the elegant and mobile features of disputing 
politicians.

Next, an “export only” item which gives the lie to the 
claim that there is nothing you can buy on the ground floor 
and that you can buy anything in tk > galleries. ‘Too attractive 
to ignore, it is the Lucas SLR 700S ultra-long-range driving 
lamp which produces 100,000 candle power, though the bulb 
is of normal head-lamp rating, 48 watts. The intense light 
comes from the use of a special pre-focused bulb, but most of 
all from the remarkable polish and perfect surface of the re- 
flector, which looks, when the lamp is not in use, at least 
twice as brilliant as any normal highly polished metal surface, 
a brilliance which is fascinating and looks expensive. How- 
ever, the lamp (export only, mind, so do not bother poor 
Joe Lucas if you are a home motorist!) costs only £4 4s 
Also Lucas products, are the colossal separate head lamps 
which give extra dignity to many special Rolls-Royces and 
other very large cars—the exact diameter was not paced out, 
but it is a lot of diameter 

Not the least interesting section of the galleries is that 
devoted to components of cars: it is remarkable to what an 
extent cars are made up of proprietary components, som« 
times independently developed by the component make 
sometimes developed by him in response to a demand of the

Perhaps of all the components at the Show, greatest 
interest attaches to something that is a mere prototype, one 
of the experiments in the long train of experiments which is 
continuously going on.

top of this disc there is an “n”-shaped bracket which houses 
three pairs of normal hydraulic brake cylinders, interlinked 
and having pistons which are capped with discs of brake 
lining material in permanent light rubbing contact with the 
sides of the disc; there is thus fully automatic adjustment for 
lining wear. 

The device is, it will be noticed, similar in principle to the 
caliper brakes fitted to modern bicycles, in which two brake 
shoes are squeezed against the flat sides of the rim of the 
wheel. This disc brake—it should be repeated that it is 
merely an experiment and that one cannot expect to see it 
instantly appear on cars—has considerable advantages in 
theory. The disc is squeezed from both sides and neither 
itself nor its mountings need to be so substantial and heavy 
as a normal brake drum, which is subject to considerable dis- 
torting forces and will lose its shape if it is too light. 
There is a much better prospect of heat dissipation, for the 
linings of this brake are small (but working at high pres- 
sure) and leave open for cooling the greater part of the disc 
surface. The travel of the pistons, too, is extremely small 
and substantially constant, so that a moderate brake pedal 
movement gives a tremendous multiplication of effort. 
There is no tendency for the brake to be forced on as in 
normal leading-shoe brakes, or forced off as in trailing-shoe 
designs, so that smooth and even braking, constant and pro- 
gressive, is a possibility. 

Finally, the area of metal swept by the brake lining is 
comparatively large, and it is understood that on a test 
vehicle the brake showed considerable resistance to fading. 


Cooling Disc 


The revival of wire wheels on performance cars is because 
of their lightness, strength and fine apeearance and also 
because they can facilitate brake cooling. On the stand 
of Cornercroft, the ordinary discs were over-shadowed by 
the new Ace Turbo disc, which has quarter-spherical ven- 
tilating louvres. The disc was shown in light alloy in sizes 
suitable for many of the large cars, and it is understood that 
it is to be finished in a great variety of colours to match 
body finishes. The metal aid scoops, although small, are 
more than decorative or fashionable; they should be ot 
genuine value in helping to cool the brake drums. It was 
not for nothing, incidentally, that the modern pressed steel 
wheel was christened “easy clean.” Although many hold 
that the wire wheel is the best wheel there is for per- 
formance, lightness and appearance, its general reintroduc- 
tion is looked forward to with some eagerness by disc 
makers.... Another interesting point which can be seen 
on the stands devoted to components is modern coupé and 
convertible hood raising mechanisms, which on the stand 
of Wilmot Breeden include automatic operation by an 
electric motor. It is improvement in h mechanisms 
which is largely responsible for the present revival of the 
open car, for it is unlikely that the modern motorist would be 
willing to struggle with the old type of tourer hood. 

The “ironmongery” of the car has become highly 
specialized; it is no longer merely an adaptation of household 
locks and catches, and this is nowhere more clearly seen 
than in the very elaborate door lock mechanisms with their 
push-button operation and mechanism. Until quite 
recently one of the principal differences between the coach- 
built car of old times and its popular modern descendant 
was the forcible wham with which the doors of the latter had 
to be closed. These modern mechanisms have taken us 
back to the days when doors closed with a quiet tick-tock. 

Fittings which will increase the comfort of a car in very 
hot climates are seen on several stands and particularly so 
on that of Weathershields. They have two roof ventilators 
One is a quarter-spherical scoop having a hinged inside sec- 
tion which folds up when necessary, and when the roof is 
open. This fitting is designed for use with cars having a slid- 
ing roof opening. The upper half of the ventilator projects 
above the car roof as a scoop and the lower half directs 
the air forward on to the interior of the screen. It is a 
very powerful ventilating device which will maintain a high 
rate of air change in the interior. 

Another ventilator is designed for fixed roofs. The air

the exterior air intake and is shrouded by it, so that even 
the heaviest rain will not be taken in. This device, which 
protrudes above the surface of the roof, is similar to modern 
ventilators fitted in the decks of yachts, which will take in 
air in rough weather and yet not take in any water, even 
when seas wash over the deck. It is a notable protuberance 
on the roof of a car and cannot be said to improve the 
appearance, but in the most trying climates the motorist 
has other things to think of than appearance! 

Another device for hot countries is a large sheet metal 
vizor for the windscreen, similar to those often seen on 
American cars, which is designed to fit the Hillman Minx 
It is not marketed by Weathershields themselves, for they 
supply to the Rootes Group, who offer it as an optional 
accessory 

The sunshine roof continues to be manufactured by 
Weathershields, and this device is popular with the home 
motorist as well as the dweller in hot countries. A final 
contribution to the problem of keeping the occupants of 
a car cool is their folding rear hood panel for open cars 
It is not practicable to travel with the roof of an open car 
folded in very hot countries, but it is a great help if the 
back panel of a hood can be folded up and a strong through 
draught created 


Anti-bug 


At a stand very near to that of Weathershields on the 
ground floor is an “invisible exhibit” of the Bridge of Weir 
Leather company. This is insect and mildew proofing, by 
the latest chemicals of the D.D.T. group, of the upholstery 
leathers which they manufacture. The proofing is insoluble 
and permanent, and it ensures that leather upholstery now- 
adays has not the attraction for various hungry insects that 
it had at one time. 

Two things are more widely seen at this Show than those 
of previous years—seat covers and roof luggage racks, which 
seem to be enjoying a considerable boom. The conventional 
materials of cotton duck, cord, felts, and other woollen 
materials are joined by nylon, which is shown by Regency 
Covers, Ltd., and is a new departure as far as this country 
is concerned. The example shown is in a dark blue, and 
its dull sheen gives it an extremely attractive appearance, 
while, as is well known, nylon is a material which does not 
soil readily and which is easy to wipe or clean. 

But dominating the seat cover market are the plastic- 
impregnated coarse weaves which form the bulk of the 
covers shown on most of the stands. It seems to have be- 
come a tradition that these materials should have tartan 
patterns. The post-war craze for tartan covers was prob- 
ably started by the French car manufacturers, for fashion 
in France has always had a great weakness for tartans, and, 
for that matter, their wearers. Tartans are also seen on 
the stand of Karobes in soft and warm woollen materials, 


shown side by side with white duck covers for tropical use 
The idea comes to mind that covers can play quite a part 
in keeping the motorist either cool or warm according to 
the season, and there seems to be a lot to be said for having 
cool summer and warm winter seat covers for a car. 

The same firm show a motoring rug which incorporates 
a large button and a buttonhole at one end and a fringe at 
the other; this rug can be wrapped round a lady passenger 
or driver and it makes, as a matter of fact, rather an elegant 
skirt should anybody forget to remove it on leaving the car! 


Racks 


Among the roof luggage racks, which are currently 
popular and which are seen on several stands, there is 
one of particular interest, the new Portarack of the Parr 
Equipment company. Of the usual tubular, welded con- 
struction, it has a sliding joint at each end of all its floor 
and frame cross pieces, so that it can be adjusted to take 
advantage of the full width of a car’s roof, and also can be 
opened a little more at one end than the other to give a 
taper in width of up to 4in: several cars have a taper 
in roof width, and the feature enables the feet of the rack 
to be brought out to the strong, curved edges of the roof 
at both ends. The rack can be taken apart and stored 
away by those who fit their rack only for holidays and 
weekends, in a box about the size of a bag of golf clubs; 
and it can, of course, be used with equal facility on any 
car, so that if a change of car is from small to large or 
vice versa a new rack is not necessary. 

The sliding joints are locked firmly, when width has been 
adjusted, by screws with Simmonds nuts inside the tubes 
The nuts force apart each inner tube, which is slotted, 
and jam it firmly in the outer one. Although more complex 
than a normal rack, the Portarack costs about the same 
after all, it enables the maker to avoid a multiplicity of 
models to suit different cars 


Stand Display 


Several manufacturers have striking stands whose worthy 
and valued products are not decorative, and who cannot by 
the display of their more sober wares vie with the glittering 
galaxies of plating which make the accessory galleries such 
a fine sight. Hughes Johnson Stampings’ stand takes

trialists engage in somewhat unscientific operations and 
the tea kettle simmers on a watchman’s brazier. Vandervell 
have a recessed, dimly lit stand in black with very highly 
polished bearings (bearing metals are bearing metals be- 
cause they will take a high polish) in brilliantly lighted 
windows, achieving the effect of a Bond Street jeweller’s. 
Triplex, illogically but amusingly, have a stand fixed up 
as a seaside pier, with those peep-show, what-the-butler- 
saw machines. The view for the curious in these machines 
is pethaps a bit of a let-down. It is just pictures of safety 
glass and its production and merits. . . . 

Duckhams make striking use of scientific apparatus, im- 
pressive but easy to understand, to demonstrate the 
properties of their new Q 5500 oil. This oil is claimed to 
conserve its viscosity at high temperatures better than 
heavier oils to standard S.A.E. specifications, but the demon- 
‘stration is concerned with its continued fluidity at very 
low temperatures. The apparatus consists of what is in 
appearance a glass steering wheel, with a hollow rim filled 
with oil and containing a few steel balls; the bottom of the 
wheel passes through a refrigerating tank at minus 36 
deg F. If oil thickens at this temperature, the oil in the 
wheel tends to carry the balls round and round, but if the 
oil remains thin the balls remain at the lowest portion of 
the rim. More use could be made of such scientific testing 
in the galleries; it seems, where it is displayed, always 
to attract a little crowd. 

The Feeny and Johnson drive conversion for disabled 
drivers is well shown. By vacuum servos, the operation 
of clutch, brakes and throttle is transferred to hand controls 
on the steering column, in so convenient and practical a 
manner as to make at least one visitor feel that he would 
drive a car so equipped very well and make as snappy 
changes as he would on his own normal car. The system 


is a good alternative to the normal, not just an adequate 


substitute. A 1951 Ford is used for this particular 


installation.

Reference has already been made to the French lamps 
which are being imported by this country and which are 
seen in the accessory galleries, but tucked away in the Garage 
Equipment hall on the first floor there is yet another range, 
the Ducellier lamps, which are to be imported by Morris 
and Ingram; a set of driving lamps and both separate and 
flush-fitting head lamps are shown. They are, in France, 
inexpensive lamps and will be recognized by those familiar 
with Continental cars as standard fitments on several French 
models. To see a lamp as a show exhibit is not an oppor- 
tunity of judging its performance on the road, but these 
lamps seem to be good ones, though they do not seem 
to fill any particular deficiency in the ranks of British lights. 
However, it is likely that when marketed they will be com- 
petitive in price. One driving example has the unusual 
feature of a flat-topped beam produced by mirror-surfacing 
half of the inside of the glass. 

The little journey through the equipment galleries to see 
the Ducellier product is a slow one, for there are many 
distractions by the way—Tecalemit’s vast blue and silver 
service battery, which will supply all kinds of oils and things 
(and probably tea and beer, too); the Newnham gauge, com- 
plex, delicate and highly polished, which measures so 
accurately the camber, caster, and kingpin inclinations of a 
front wheel; and various wheel-balancing machines, 
Churchill, Bradbury and Weaver, which have been brought 
into popularity by higher speeds and if.s. (the old forged 
beam axle was a massive and effective damper for any little 
irregularities in the balance of a wheel). These are possibly 
not the exhibits on which a garage man would concentrate; 
he may have a lot of bread-and-butter things to visit, but 
they are fascinating to a keen private motorist. The British 
Oxygen company run an impressive demonstration: a 
machine which cuts the most complicated jigsaw pieces from 
thick steel plate with a knife-edge oxy-acetylene flame whose 
track is no broader than a hacksaw cut, and which is steered 
along a complicated path by a pattern piece set in the 
machine, automatically followed and duplicated in the work 
piece. There are the Crypton electrical test rigs which do 
not just show that a component is faulty—you and I can 
tell that—but record on the appropriate dial that the trouble 
must be a particular winding in a dynamo, for instance, and 
record also the exact lack of efficiency of a seemingly good 
component. And there is an Ingersoll-Rand air compressor 
so vast, like a grey and chromium Zeppelin, that no estab- 
lishment possessing it could ever plead “Sorry, sir—no 
air.” The trouble would be getting rid of the stuff some- 
how.

[63733.]}—I have read with interest and some amusement 
your correspondence on how to preserve wash-leathers. One 
letter [63700] states that the chamois, if washed clean and 
stretched out to dry, will return to its soft, yellow, pliable nature 
I can assure Miss M. F. M. Atkinson that a chamois when in 
first-class working order is no longer yellow in colour and, if left 
to dry, as suggested, is never pliable. A new chamois, yellow in 
colour, must be broken in properly before it can be of much use 
to dry off a car; that is to say, it should be steeped for a day or 
two in water, then thoroughly scrubbed to remove all yeilow 
substance and that oily feeling one always gets in a new skin 
After a few days’ use the chamois will become a natural tan 
colour like leather, hence the name wash-leather. 

After 30 years in private service I find that to get the most 
out of your chamois, never let it get dry, keep washing it thor 
oughly when drying off a car, cleanse it thoroughly when 
finished and leave it in a bucket of water

Please remember, Mr. Stallard, how much easier it is to plumb 
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the depth of destructive criticism than to inspire and carry 
through a project of this type against so many different kinds of 
difficulty. In passing, don’t you think it is rather a good effort 
for a “ pathetic relic” in the hands of a relatively inexperienced 
driver to lap Monza at within a few seconds of the record? 

Mr. Hayes, has not your long experience shown you that, 
beyond a certain point, to get more and more power from a 
given engine capacity and from the same principles inevitably 
means more complexity?

OW, on Sunday next, comes the last 

full-scale Grand Prix race of 1951; 

the Spanish G.P., run on the 3.9- 
mile Circuit de Pedralbes, cn the outskirts 
of Barcelona.
